1. SUMMARY, (S/NF) TROOP MOVEMENTS AND SPORADIC 
GUNFIRE CONTINUED IN BEIJING THROUGH THE NIGHT OF 
JUNE 5-6. UNITS, REPORTEDLY OF THE 27TH ARMY, 
INCLUDING TANKS, ARE GUARDING THE OVERPASS ON THE 
SECOND RING ROAD ADJACENT TO THE JIANGUOMENWAI 
DIPLOMATIC COMPOUND AND SEEM POISED FOR ATTACK BY 
OTHER PLA UNITS, BUT THE SCENE REMAINS QUIET AT 0430 
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ON JUNE 6. SOURCES AND RUMORS ARE PUTTING MOST OF 
THE BLAME FOR THE JUNE 3 MASSACRE IN THE SQUARE ON 
THE 27TH ARMY, WHICH IS ACCUSED OF KILLING EVEN THE 
SOLDIERS OF OTHER UNITS WHEN THEY GOT IN THE WAY. 
THE HOTEL IN WHICH CONGEN CHENGDU IS LOCATED WAS 
ATTACKED AND PARTIALLY LOOTED BY CROWDS ON THE

THREATENED AND POLICE QUICKLY RESTORED ORDER. THE 
EMBASSY EVACUATED 14 U.S. STUDENTS FROM BEIJING

EVACUATION OF U.S. STUDENTS 



2. (C) THE EMBASSY'S JUNE 5 VAN CONVOY EVACUATED 14 
U.S. STUDENTS FROM BEIJING NORMAL UNIVERSITY (SHIDA) 
AND PEOPLE'S UNIVERSITY (RENDA) . AFTER LENGTHY 
DISCUSSION WITH EMBOFFS, THE 10 U.S. STUDENTS AT 
QINGHUA UNIVERSITY DECLINED TO BE EVACUATED. MANY 
OTHER U.S. STUDENTS AT THESE UNIVERSITIES HAD 
SECRET 
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ALREADY LEFT THE CAMPUSES FOR HOTELS. THE EMBASSY 
CONVOY WAS SLOWED BY PLA ROADBLOCKS AND STUDENT 
INDECISION ABOUT WHETHER TO GO OR STAY, AND WAS ABLE 
TO REACH ONLY THREE CAMPUSES BEFORE DARKNESS FORCED 
IT TO RETURN TO THE EMBASSY. AFTER THE CONVOY'S 
RETURN AT APPROXIMATELY 2000 HOURS LOCAL TIME, 
EMBOFFS TELEPHONED STUDENTS AT CAMPUSES NOT VISITED 
AND INFORMED THEM THAT WE WOULD TRY AGAIN ON JUNE 
6. MANY OF THESE STUDENTS INDICATED THAT THEY ARE 
STILL UNDECIDED ABOUT WHETHER TO LEAVE. STUDENTS 
SAID THERE ARE ABOUT 3 5 AMERICANS AT THE BEIJING 
FOREIGN LANGUAGES INSTITUTE. 

DIPLOMATIC EVACUATIONS 



3. (C) THE NORWEGIAN EMBASSY REPORTED THAT THE 
YUGOSLAVS BROUGHT IN AN EMPTY AIRCRAFT ON THE 
EVENING OF JUNE 5 AND OFFERED VOLUNTARY EVACUATION 
TO ALL DEPENDENTS AT THE YUGOSLAV EMBASSY. THE 
HUNGARIANS REPORTEDLY ALSO OFFERED VOLUNTARY 
EVACUATION TO EMBASSY DEPENDENTS. NO WORD ON HOW 
MANY ACCEPTED THESE OFFERS. THE JAPANESE AND 
CANADIAN EMBASSIES MOVED THEIR PERSONNEL FROM THE 
DIPLOMATIC RESIDENTIAL COMPOUNDS TO THEIR EMBASSIES 
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ON JUNE 5. THE CANADIANS HAVE MADE COMMERCIAL 
AIRLINE RESERVATIONS FOR THEIR STAFF AND PLAN TO 
DEPART ON JUNE 6 IF THERE IS NO IMPROVEMENT IN THE 
SITUATION. THE AUSTRALIAN MILITARY ATTACHE TOLD

JIANGUOMENWAI DIPLOMATIC COMPOUND, ON THE NIGHT OF
